In tho United 
States during the twenty years from 
1867 to 1886 there were 328,716 di¬ 
vorces granted, representing an in¬ 
crease of 157 per cent, while the pop 
illation Increased little more than 
per cent. In contrast to this picture it 
is interesting to contemplate the di¬ 
vorce statistics of Canada. In the lat¬ 
ter country sixty-nine divorces were 
granted ln the thirty-four years be¬ 
tween 1867 and 1901.

SECRET OF BEAUTY 


W hen a New Straw Hat \Va» a Novel j 
and Treasured Po icw lon. 

Iti tlu> early part of the last century 
there were fewer factories in this 
country than now. ami many things 
were matlc by haml which to-day arc 
the work of machinery. This was es¬ 
pecially true of the brahl for straw 
Icits. ltye straw was commonly use 1, 
although wlvat was also in demaud. 
Rut the rye straw had longer stems 
and was more easily handled. 

In driving along country roads, in 
Massachusetts particularly, late in ti.o 
summer one would see great bundles 
of the straw,hanging on the fences 10 
dry. When the sun and wind had 
done their shave of the work. It was 
placed in casks where sulphur was 
burning until it was bleached to a 
pale yellow. Then it Vas spill into 
narrow widths suitable for braiding. 

The daughters of farmers did not 
have many pennies of their own in 
those days, and all were eager to earn 
money by braiding straw, livery little 
while men would pass through tin' 
villages, calling from house lo house 
and buying the straw braid. 1 bey 
paid two cents a yard for It. 

■‘District school" was in session only 
six months of the year —the rest of 
the time the children helped their 
mothers with the housework When 
that was done they took up their 
braids for amusement and occupation. 
So much a day every girl expected 
to do as her daily ■•stint.” She would 
carry it down by the brook or up it 
the apple tree when the summer days 
were long: or during the stormy horn s 
of w inter she would go with it to the 
old attic, where the swing lumg from 
the eobwebbed rafters. Rut all the 
time her lingers must w ork busily, lest 
tbe men should call for tlie braids and 
find them unfinished. 

The factories where tbe straw was 
sewed wore in the large towns. I ho 
simplest lints were of tbe braids 
alone. More elaborate ones bad a 
fancy cord, also of plaited straw, 
sewed on the edge of the braid. I bis 
cord was made by the old holies. 
(Irnndmothors and great aunts whoso 
eyes wore too dim to sew would lake 
thr.r balls of straw with them on 
neighborhood calls. While they chat 
ted together, their hands would hr 
weaving the yellow strands hi and out, 
fashioning the dainty cord. 

The price paid for the cord was 
only half a cent a yard, but this was 
better than nothing to those dames of 
a bygone generation. 

' A poor country girl would begin to 
think of her hat from the time of 
seed-sowing. All summer she would 
i watch the billowy grain. When It was 
gathered and only tbe empty stalks 
i were left, she would tie them into bun- 
■ dies and bang them In some sheltered 
nook to dry. Bleaching, splitting and 
braiding these she did herself. 

When the braids were finished and 
sent to the factory, how Impatiently 
she waited! Perhaps grandma con¬ 
tributed sonic of the cord she bad 
made last winter, that the now hat

The Boston theory of rapid transit, 
which before many years xvill have 
been completely realized in practice, 
is a complete engineering achieve 
ment. The xvheel and hub arrange¬ 
ment, for that is what it is, has vir 
tually established itself to such an ex 
tent that the ideal of "Anywhere for 
a nickel" hits unquestionably been bet 
ter realized in Boston than in any other 
large city of the Enited States, says ,i 
writer in tbe World To-day. And the 
growth of the transfer system, it 
should be said, is a special indication 
of the transportation conditions tow n d 
which Boston is tending, ihe nnm 
her of passengers taking out transfers 
and the opportunities to take them out 
hax'e increased xvitli remarkatde rapid 
ity since 18!»8. when the present man 
agement came in. One of the beneti 
cial tendencies, of course, of the trans¬ 
fer extension has been to lessen the 
relative number of passengers who are 
obliged to go through some part of 
tlie central circuit, a tendency that has 
distinct advantages both to the ele¬ 
vated operation and to the public. To 
the one party it has implied a consid¬ 
erable shortening of tlie haul of many 
passengers and a general equalizing of 
loads. To the party of the second part 
it means for hundreds of thousands of 
people a saving of time and possible 
annoyanc*.

Hi* Retirement Said to lie Due to Fear 
of A*»as*ination, 

Agiiinaldo. the leader of the revolu¬ 
tion In the Philippines, leads a life of 
practical retirement in Manila, writes 
William E. Curtis, lie seldom leaves 
his home and is never seen upon ihe 
streets. If it is necessary for him to 
go to any other part of the town he 
always takes a closed carriage, uud 
strangers who call upon hint are very 
carefully inspected before they are al- 
loweil by see him. Occasionally he 
visits the old town of Cavite, about 18 
miles from Manila where ids family 
have a plantation, and where Ids 
mother is living. Site is said to bo a 
woman of remarkable traits and 
strength of character and was his in¬ 
spiration and chief adviser during the 
revolution. 

Aguinaldo's seclusion is attributed to 
fear ,*f assassination. During the in¬ 
surrection lie was guilty of acts of 
atrocious cruelty upon persons whose 
friends still survive and ordered sever¬ 
al assassinations, particularly that of 
Gen. Luna, one of his rivals, who was 
a great favorite with the public and 
had many loyal and devoted admirers. 
There Is also an impression among 
many of Aguinaldo's former associates 
that he profited financially during the 
Insurrection, while they lost and for¬ 
feited everything llic.x had. The Fili¬ 
pino is a revengeful and vindictive 
creature, anti does not hesitate to take 
vengeance into liis own hands. Hence 
Agiiinaldo is supposed to he continual¬ 
ly on liis guard, and the police authori¬ 
ties would not be surprised any mo¬ 
ment. even at this day. to learn of his 
assassination. When lie was released 
from prison lie was exceedingly uerv- j 
ous and apprehensive, and would have 
preferred to remain under the protec-)

Aborigines More Numerous Than Ever 

Before Since America's Settlement. 

Recently Charles M. Harvey pre- I 
pared from the records of the gox’crn- 
ment some interesting facts with re¬ 
spect to the irrepressible conflict be¬ 
tween the xvliite and the rod men. He 
notes the error of early historians who 
estimated the number of Indians In I 
this country at from S.iRXUXK) to 10 .- 
iKKJ. 000 . It has been the theme of 
many a sentimentalist—the supposed 
slaughter and extermination of a great 
Indian population. Mr. Harvey finds 
that in the Indian troubles from first 
to Inst fifteen xvhlte persons perished 
to each Indian slain. He shows from 
the best Information obtainable by the 


government that the Indian popula¬ 
tion at: the time of ihe discovery by 
Columbus could not have been nor* 
than 800.000. 

“The early explorers, missionaries 
and traders," lie says, "journeyed by 
way of tiie seaeoawt, Ihe rivers and the 
lakes, along which the Indians cere 
most numerous. In traveling through 
the wilderness the whites attracted In¬ 
dians from miles around through mrl 
osity. Tiie whites thought the Indians 
were equally numerous everywhere, 
hut vast stretches of forest ami pr.nirW 
weix absolutely untouanted, except foot 
short times each year xyhon visit's) by 
hunting parties. War and hunting of¬ 
ten took the same bands of Indians ro 
several points in the course of a year, 
the whites thinking they were diff’rent 
bands. Many tribes xvere known bv 
different names to the Spaniards, rh« 
French and the English, and among 
some trifles the names varied at differ¬ 
ent places and times. These causes 
accounted for the exaggerated notions." 

The last census showed an Indian 
population of 27o,0O0 outside of hose 
in Alaska. In 400 years, then, the 
white mau has reduced the Indian pop¬ 
ulation from 800,000 to 270,0txi. >r in 
the full number of 530,000 souls 3nt 
this was not done directly by rlie vliite 
man. Much of it was due to the sick¬ 
nesses and vices which came with the 
white man's civilization. A still larger 
proportion was due to the wars xar 
riod on between the tribes, these iein* 
made more frequent and deadly u the 
white men crowded the redmen into a 
limited area and niude litem riva s for 
the same hunting ground. Stir, of 
course, the whites were primarily re¬ 
sponsible for the decadence of the In¬ 
dian population. 

The Indians are now increasi tg Ln 
numbers. Between the censuses of 
and 1O00 they increased by 30,Ob* But 
they are no longer Indians in the sense 
of old. for most of them have come to 
the white man's mode of life and are 
merely au element of the common pop¬ 
ulation.— Kansas City Journal.

after drying were analyzed in the lab- 
1 oratory for their content of iron, nitro¬ 
gen, prosphorie acid, silic acid, eaffeir. 
and ash. The various soils iu which 
the several plants yielding the sample 
leaves had been grown were also 
analyzed for similar elements, and it 
was found that the chemical composi¬ 
tion of the soil, especially the quanti¬ 
ties of those substances taken by the 
plant, has an influence, clearly demon- 
stratable by chemical analysis, on the 
composition of tea leaves produced on 
such soil.
